WHERE THE BRITONS 
ARE FACING BOERS. 


—_ = 


No correct understanding of the task 
Or position of the English army in 
South Africa can be had without a 
knowledge of the geography and to- 
pography of the Transvaal and the 
Orange Free BState—especially of the 
border lines of these two republics. 
The fighting and tactics of the last 
two months have been about Laily- 
smith, Mafeking, Kimberley, Modder 
River, Tugela River, Colesburg, 
Stormberg and Molteno. 

The boundaries of the Transvaal and 
the Orange Free State, which the En- 
glish muét cross before they can con- 
quer, are formed by the Mkus!, Um- 
wotosi and Tugela rivers, the Kath- 
lamba or Drakenberg mountains and 
the Modder and Orange rivers. At 
every point on the southern, south- 
eastern and southwestern approaches 
to the republics there is elther a river 
to be crossed, an open plateau to be 
marched over or a plateau and mown- 
tain wall to be scaled. 

The Mkus!i, Umwotosi and Tugela 

rivers sweep across the southeastern 
border of the Transvaal, the Tugela 
forming a barrier to the approach to 
Ladysmith, Dundee and Majuba Hill. 
The mountain elevations here range 
from 1200 feet above the level of the 
sea to more than 11,000 feet. This is in 
Natal land, where the English occupy 
the plain approaches and the Boers 
hold the mountain heighis. The Tuge- 
la is deep, swift, has slippery banks 
and is exposed to gun fire from the 
hill and mountain crests. In this 
neighborhood, and also at Colenso, on 
the Tugela, there are peaks like Mount 
Aux Gources, 11,158 feet in height; 
Mount Melanie, 7900 feet in height; 
Majuba, 7600 feet; Champagne Castle, 
10,307 feet, and Glant’s Castle, 9657 feet.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—The general 
opinion in official circles is that England 
muet admit its action wrong in seizing food- 
stuffs in Delagoa Bay, shipped from United 
States ports and consigned to neutrais, as a 
result of the demand made by this Govern- 
ment yesterday, through Ambassador 
Choate, on the British Foreign Office for ‘‘a 
declaration of policy and a concession of 
liability.”’ 

As a general proposition, it is considered 
that for England to declare foodstuffs to 
be contraband of war under any circum- 
stances would be a dangerous action, inas- 
much as Britain herself relies upon the 
outside world for about two-thirds of her 
provisions.

TO BREAK HEMP CORNER. 


Cordage Men Pleased With the Action 


of Secretary Root. 

NPW YORK, Jan. 3.—The announcement 
that Secretary Root had cabled Gen. Otis 
to open the southern ports In the Philippines 
in order to break the corner in hemp was 
received with unboumled satisfaction by tne 
cordage men in this city. 

A represemative of the American Manu- 
facturing ©Co., which employe about 100 
hands, has predicted that the price of 
Manila hemp would break within a week. 

‘The normal price of Manila hemp,” he 
said, “is 4% cents, and Mexican sisal 3 
cents. The embargo on the shipments of 
hemp from southern Philippine poris oa* 
veoulted in the product being cornered by 
London speculators, and the price to-day Is 
14% centa for Manila and ®, cents for Me x- 
tean sigal, for immediate delivery. To show 
that lower prices depend absolutely on the 
openir® of the southern ports of the Philip- 
pines, it is only necessary to gay that the 
same London hemp fandiers who are now 
demanded 14% cents fof Manila hemp for im- 
mediate delivery, guaranteg to bill it at 1M, 
cents as soon as the ports are open. There 
are no stocks of Manila hemp carried bs 
firms in this country. Tandon handles it 
all. We have an agent in the Philippines 
who has gone all over the ground. and he 
assures us that the natives have gone right 
on raising and cleaning hemp during th 
war. and that the warehouses in the South- 
ern Philippines are fairly bursting with the 
product. He asserts further that the na 
tives are cordial towanml the Americans, and 
are able to protect§ their propert with 
but little assistance. The London specu- 
lators, however, have thelr agents all 
through the soutifern ports, and they are 
making all the trouble they can by stirring 
and spreading false rumors about smug- 
giing and insurrections where none really 
exist. It helps them out and keeps the 
market cornered. Just as soon aa the ports 
are open the price of Manila hemp wit)! 
drop to W cents. Meanwhile the Mexican 
hemp raisers are rolling in wealth. Three 
vears ago sisal was so cheap down there 
that the planters would almost give you a 
plantation. Now you cannot buy one a! 
any price. The normal price of sisal is 3 
cents, and within the last five years it has 
soki as low as 2 cents. The Maniia hemp 
is the only kind that can be used for ma- 
rine purposes, The water rots and stiffens 
rope made from anything but Manila fiber, 
which seems to grow more pliable when 
wet, While it retains its full strength.’

PROFBSSIONAL BILLIARDISTS. 


Jake Schaéfer Arranging to Take a 
Lot of Them to Paris. 


Phe sport of dDiltiards is enjoying such an 
exceptionally m this winter that 
the proprietors of the parlors in which 
Jatob Schaefer is interested intend to take 
the tide at its and establish an acad- 
emy patterned aftér the French school in 
their rooms. Schaefer is now in Chicago 
for the purpose of securing professional) tal- 
ent and when he returns to (New York the 
clficial detalls of the venture will be made 
known. 

For years there have beefi established in 
Paris so-called billiard academies where 
yjlayers of the first rank compete nightly 
or money prizes. The games they play 
are ehort affairs and include nearly every 
siyle. The spectators pay a nominal sum 
for admission and th*y bet on the games. 
The players are handicapped to mak? the 
contest an even thing from a beiting stand- 
point, and all the wagers are placed accorid- 
inelv. Commiscsioners or attaches of the 
extabl'shment move about among the spec- 
tators recording bets and iving in ex- 
chenge for money a slip which is cashed by 
the winner after each game. He receives 
the face value of the ticket, less a com- 
m.eat.on of 5 per cent, and this “rake-off’ 
is divided betweea the house and the play- 
ers, unless the players are under contract 
to receive a certai¢ salary, in which case 
the commission goes to the house ulone, 

As an illustration, suppose Schaefer and 
Gallagher are to play a game of cushion 
cafoms, Schaefer to play 60 points against 
3 for Gallagher. The cond.tions are an- 
nounced and the betting begins. A spec- 
lator wishes to nagzard $ on Schaegig«r’s 
ehances. A commissioner tuds another 
spectator who fancies Gallagher. He takes 
their money, giving each of them a silp 
with the bet recorded. Schaefer wins the 
game and the enan who bet on tilm cashes 
m $9.f0, or the amount of the wagers lers 
5 per cent. After this game others follow, 
sometimes three or four taking plaice each 
evening. 

The billiard academies of Paris are very 
popular institutions and at one time or an- 
other all the foremost players of America 
have been engaged by the rival houses. 
Schaefer, Sloseon, Ives, Carter and Daly 
are among those who have played in the 
Parisian academies, all of them receiving 
large salaries for their services. The idea 
has been introduced in Chicago and there 
are one or two flourishing academies in the 
Windy City, Some of tne dest second-raters 
in the country are playing tere nightly and 
it wae for the purpose of securing this 
tulent that Schaefer went West. He hopes 
to book the services of George Sutton, 
Francis Maggioli and Eugene Carter, and 
these men, together with Tom Gallagher, 
Kdward M. MeLaugh‘in, John Thatcher and 
Ora Morningstar, who are now in New 
York. and also Schaefer himself, it is hoped, 
will form the aggregation to start the 
“academy.” The scheme was tried here 
some years ago by Maurice Daly, but owing 
petneagany ts a lack of talent it was aban- 
doned. 

Maurice Daly ts anxtous to bring about 
an international tournament, the players 
to include the three best in America’ and 
the three foremost French experts. He will 
offer a purse of for the event, or rather 
two events, for his scheme includes one 
tournament here and one in Paris.

THE WESTERN LEAGUE’S BREAK. 


Comiskey’ and Johnson Will Have 
Nothing More to Say About It. 

CHICAGO, Jan. 3.—The publication of the 
decision reached by the American League 
magnates in regard to the National agree- 
ment and a new circuit created a sensa- 
tion in baseball circles. It was regarded 
with varying emotions by the followers of 
the game. Some professed to believe that 
the meeting of the magnates was in the 
nature of a bluff, done for effect, while 
Others assert the results of the confer- 
ence would be war between the Nationa! 
and the American Leagues. 

Charles Comiskey went so far as to say 
that the Interview credited to Johnson was 
an impossibility, as no outsider was pres- 
ent at the meeting, and that the magngtes 
had their tracks covered up so well tnat 
Johnson could not have been seen. 

“I admit we held the meeting,”’ said 
“Commie,.”” “but there were no newspaper 
men around, so I don't think that the in- 
terview with Johnson ‘could have been 
genuine.” 

President Johnson when seen yesterday 
was noncommunicative, and said he had 
nothing to give out. He did not know when 
another meeting would be called and as- 
serted that he could not tell the mission 
pf Manning in the East. 
Whatever may be the outcome of the 
now famous meeting in room B 5% in the 
Great Northern Hotel it is generally re- 
garded that the American Ilfague mag- 
nates have undertaken a pretty big con- 
tract. I: is, however. likely that they will 
get the sympathy of the public should 
they succeed. It is argued that the Na- 
tional agreement has done the minor 
leagues no good in the years gone by, 
an that there is no valid reason why 
it should continue in force. 

As regards the new circuit, that is a 
propositions of «jn entirely different com- 
plexion. The National agreement might be 
abrogated without much harm to ether 
league, but the invasion of the Nationa! 
League cities would” touch the purse 
strings of the magnates unless some amic- 
able understanding be arrived at. Even 
then the branching out of the American 
League might prove a serigus handicap 
to the future success .of the Nationa! 
League. The National League magnates 
have been so thoroughly discredited in 
many cities that the public would without 
doubt flock to the standards of such men 
aa Johnson, Comiskey, Manning and Kil- 
lilea.

SIX NEW STREET MAIL CARS 


Postmaster Baumhoff Receives Assur- 
ance St. Louis Wil] Get the Postal 
Improvements Asked For. 


St. Louts is to have six additional postal 
cars for the street railway ma'‘l sérvice, 
This is almost double the number now in 
operation. : 

The necessity for extra cars has been 
urged by Postmaster Baucnhoff for some 
time. The Washington authorities have 
been siow to act, but Mr. Baumboff has 
continued his appeals until recognition 
was virtually forced. W. C. Heckman, a4- 
aistant. general superintendent of the ra l- 
way service, was in consultation with the 
postmaster Wednesday morning. At the 
conclusion of the interview Mr. Baumhoff 
said to the Post-Dispatch that it was al- 
most assured that St. Louts would et 
what #he asks in the line of postal fa- 
cllities. 

*“*‘We have only four 
at present,’’ said Mr. Paumhoff, ‘“‘and we 
have felt the need of more during. the 
last six months. The volume of business 
passing through the 8t. Louls Posioffice 
is breaking all records." 

It may be said to the credit of Mr. 

Baumhoff and his subordinates that the 
St. Louis Postoffice has the distinction of 
being the most economically conducted of- 
fice in the United States. The revenue, 
too, is proportionately larger than any 
other city. The holiday rush was unprece- 
dented. Few complaints of tardy mail 
were received, while in all of the Eastern 
offices, particularly New York and Boston, 
the mail pouches were in several insiances 
delaved from a week to ten days. 
The Bureau of Information, .which was 
recently established at the Postoffice, has 
proved of invaluable aid to patrons, and 
Mr. Baumhoff says it will be made a per- 
manent adjunct of his department.

ST. LOUIS INTERESTS WATCHED 


That the Canal Was Opened Without 
Authority Will Rather Help This 
City’s Lege] Fight. 


City Counselor @churmacher is not 


alarmed by the surreptitious and unauthor- 
ized opening of the Chicago Drainage Canal 
Tuesday. He was shown the following ex- 
tract from a Chicago paper Wednesday: 
Not only was there an entire alysence of form, 
but there was an absence of written authority 
for the opening. The moat .eloguent pleas of 
the trustees conid not convince Gov. Tapver and 
Lis special inspection commission that a permit 
for opening the canal conkl rightfully be is- 
sued in the Immediate future, and the utuost 
that colud be secured was a promise on the 
part of the State officials to torn their backs 
and not look while the canal was being opened. 


The act of the trustees In turning in the = 
w 


without the formal consrnt of the State 
to forestall the afiempts on the part of St. 
louie to obtain an injunction to prevent the 


opening of the canal. 

“Il was aware of this.’ said Mr. Schnur- 
macher. “It makes no difference so [far 
as the legal] rights of St. Louis are con- 
cerned whether the caval is actually in 
operation or is to be put In operation. of 
course, it is always pleasanter to prevent 
a nuisance than-to stop it. “ The natural 
supposition is that public officers will obey 
the law and not violate itt. In the case 
of the Chicago eanitary district trustees 
ft was reasonable to suppose that they 
would act strictiy within the law. 

‘But it appears from newspaper accounts 
that they ‘have proceeded in an under- 
handed manner to open the drainage canal 
without permission from the State author- 
itles. If they did this with the idea that 
they could thus head off action by SBt. 
Louis they have made a bad mistake. 

“St. Louls could not go into court before 
the canal was opened and ask for protec- 
tion, unless it could show that a permit had 
beén issued by Gov. Tanner for the opening 
of the ditch, because the court, presumin 
that officiala will obey the law, would hol 
that Inasmuch as such permit had not been 
issued, we had no cause of action. But If, 
as seems to be true in this instance, the 
officials proceed underhandedly and with- 
out the proper. legal authority to open the 


canal, we have ground for action. In other 
words, we could not show intent to com- 
mit a had been 


nulsance until the ee ge 
issued, or until the canal had been opened 
without a permet 

“Willlam Brown of Chicago, special coun- 
sel for St. Louis in this matter, has au- 
thority to act whenever he thinks it neces- 
sary, although I do not imagine he will 
do anything without notifying me, as I 
should wish to be present. I cannot say 
when our suit for injunction will be filed, 
but one thing is certain, it will make no 
difference to us ff the canal is in full ope- 
ration when we proceed.” 


SUE OUT AN INJUNCTION. 


Attorney-General Griggs Says That Is 
All 8t. Louis Can Do. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—The. action of 
Chicago in turning the water of Lake 
Michigan into the Chicago Drainage Canal 
was brought to the attention of Secretary 
Root and Attorney-General Gri to-day 
by Representative Bartholit. "lie. Bar- 
tholdt contended that the action of Chicago 
was iliegal and unwarranted. To this Sec- 
retary Root and General Griggs demurred. 
brig 4 said that the right of Congress to act 
in the matter was clear only when ft wus 
demonstrated that navigation was injured 
or impeded. This would have to be de- 
monstrated first. ‘‘The recourse of St. Louls 
is clear in the premises,"’ said Attorney- 
General Griggs. “It is for the city attor- 
ney. or city counsellor, whoever is the cities 
legal representative, to go into the Untted 
States court and sue out an injunctdon, that 
is all she can do.”’

Trustee MoWittrick made a statement as 
to the firm’s condition, which had been 
ascertained after a careful investigation 
of the books and accounts. The statement 
showed the liabilities to be $219,170.17, and 
the assets were placed approximately at 
$179,000.00. The liabilities wiping out the 
coastet stock entirely and leaving a $40,q00 

eficit. 

After Trustee McKittrick hand con:luded 
his statement to the creditors, the bidding 
for the stock began. The first bid was 
made by Mr. D. Crawford at ® cents, Mr. 
Stix, representing the Grand Leader, fol- 
lowed with a bid of 4% cents. Mr. Franklin. 
representing the William Barr Dry Goods 
Co., entered a bid at 49 cents and from this 
figure the bidding wen: up. to 63% cents. 
bids increasing cent each time. Mr. 
Franklin ceased bidding at 49 cents, leaving 
the houses of D. Crawford & Co. and the 
Grand Leader the only contestants. 

Mr. Crawford's bid of 63% cents was ac- 
cepted, the stock to be paid for cash on de- 
livery in the Seigel-Hilliman store and to be 
removed within six days. 

The furniture and fixtures of the store. 
the value of which is estimaied at $24,386.73. 
will be sold, if possible, at a private sale. 
and If a fair price cannot be secured in this 
way a public sale will be ordered by the 
trustee.

CHANDLER FOR BIMETALLISM. 


He Seeks to Secure Modification of the 
Gold Standard Bill. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 8.—Genator Chand- 

ler of New Hampshire to-day offered an 


amendment to the financial bill adding 
two new sections ag follows: 

Section 9.—That in accordance with the 
act of Nov. 1, 1883, which repeals a part 
of the act of July 14, 1890, it is hereby 
reaffirmed and declared to be the exist- 
ing policy of the United. States to con- 
tinue the use ef both gold and siiver as 
standard money, and to coin both gold 
and ailver into money of equal intrinsic 
and exchangeable value; such equality to 
be secured through international agree- 
ment or by such safeguards of legisla- 
tlon ag will insure the maintenance of 
the parity in value of the coins of the 
two metalg and the equal power of every 
dollar at all times in the markets and 
in the payments of debits; and it is further 
declared that the efforts of the Govern- 
ment should be steadily directed to the 
estalbkisnment of such a safe system of 
bimetallism as will maintain at ail times 
the equal power of every dollar coined 
or issued by the United States in the mar- 
kets and In the payment of debts. 

Section 10.—That the provisions of the 
act of March 8, 1897, authorizing the Pres!- 
dent to appoint commissioners to any in- 
ternational] conference called by the United 
States or any other country with a view 
to securing by international agreement 
a fixity of relative value between gold and 
silver as money by means of @ common 
ratio between these metals with free 
mintage at such ratio, be, and the same 
are hereby re-enacted and continued in 
force.”

ON THEIR WAY TO COAL MINES. 


Old-Fashioned Coat Worn by the

Two distinguished Ohio Republicans were 
at the Southern Hotel Wednesday.

Gen. Keifer wae for many years Speaker 
of the lower House of Congress, but has 


not been active in politics for some time. 
After ieaving Congress he retired to pri- 
vate life, and could not be induced to be- 
come a pwbiic character again unti] war 
was declared between Spain and the United 
States. He then accepted a commissiou 
as Hrigadier-General. After peace was de- 
c.wed President McKinley asked him to 
go to the Philippines, but he declared he 
was not anxious to take part in warfare 
waged after the ineurgent style, and re- 
signed his commission. 

Gen. Keifer is over 70 years old, but ts 
remarkabiy well preserved and not only 
jooks much younger, but i¢ as active and 
energetic as most men of BW years his 
junior. He has an eccentricity about his 
aress which his friends discuss with much 
amueement. In the cut of his coat he clings 
to the fashion of a half a century ago, and 
refuses to wear anything but the swallow- 
tail of that day. It is not on record that 
ne ever wore a Prince Albert, frock or sack 
coat. His dress always attracts attention 
about the hotel lobbies and wherever he 
goes, but he says he has become accus- 
tomed to . 

Ex-Gov. Foster has held nearly every im- 
portant public office in the State of Ohio, 
beginning at the least and ascending to the 
Governorship. When Harrison was elected 
Preskient he was appointed Secretary of 
the Treasury. When he left the Cabinet 
at the expiration of the administration he 
retired from holding office, althougu he 
says he is still in politics. ¢
